Doughton said he had little hope 
that the tax would be restored on 
a probable roll-call vote. 

He told reporters: “This is a 
good bill without 1B. I’m not sore. 
I have no criticism to make.” 

Veterans said they could recall 
no instance within recent years of 
a tax bill being taken from the 
floor after it had progressed al- 
most to the point of a final vote. 

Doughton had told the house 
elimination of “1B” might lead to 
a presidential veto of the entire 
bill. Later, he told reporters: 

“About the only thing the Pres- 
ident has insisted on was raising 
the same amount of revenue as 
under existing law. We must pro- 
vide this revenue or there is a 
chance of a veto.”

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TIME FOR A SHOWDOWN 

President Roosevelt has taken the proper 
step in calling the three directors of the Ten- 
messee Valley Authority to the White House. 
There he will demand facts on the charges that 
have been flying fast between Chairman Arthur 
E. Morgan, on the one hand, and Vice Chair- 
man Harcourt Morgan and Director David 
Lilienthal on the other. 

The constant bickering between these direc- 
tors has brought about a situation where a 
complete investigation cannot be avoided, If 
the charges made by both factions are true, 
they must be proved and steps taken to rectify 
the conditions. If they are not true, it is 
equally important that full and impartial probe 
shall establish this fact and restore the TVA 
to public confidence. That confidence has been 
badly shaken during the past year of repeated 
clashes between the directors. 

In the meantime there should be no further 
expenditures of public money for extension of 
TVA power lines and power service. A proposal 
has been made for TVA purchase of private 
utility companies. Until the situation has been 
clarified to the point where this proposal can 
be finally passed upon, it would be sheer waste 
of the people’s money to continue construction 
of plants and lines which may merely conflict 
with the equipment already installed by the 
private companies, 

Due to the disputes between Chairman Mor- 
gan and his co-directors the public is beginning 
to fear that there is the making of a new Tea- 
pot Dome scandalin the TVA. President Roose- 
velt will serve not only his administration, but 
the entire nation, by insisting upon a full clear- 
ing up, in the full light of publicity, of the 
rivalry in the directorate. 

Otherwise, the future of the TVA undertak- 
ing is shadowed by the dark cloud of growing 
public suspicion. 


RAILROAD FREIGHT RATES 
Only time and experience can show whether 
or not the 10 per cent increase in railroad 


freight rates granted by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission will contribute materially 
toward solution of the admittedly emergency 
problem of railroad revenues. 

It was stated, in news stories of the increase, 
that it would amount to $270,000,000 annually, 
but this is without taking into consideration 
any loss of business which may result from 
the higher rates. Today there are, for many 
Shippers, other forms of available transporta- 
tion. When railroad rates get too high ship- 
pers will, in the ordinary course of good busi- 
ness, find other and more economical modes of 
shipment for their products. 

Ultimate solution of the railroad problem 
will have to include discovery of that point in 
freight charges which will produce the greatest 
total revenue, according to the law of diminish- 
ing returns. This can only be done by the sys- 
tem of trial and error. If the railroads, for 
instance, find that the new increase in rates 
results, actually, in loss of revenue, they would 
be foolish not to start a downward rate revision 
toward that point where revenue would again 
reach its greatest amount. 

The problem of the railroads is, in many 
respects, the most pressing and vital now be- 
fore the country. Many roads are in receiver- 
ship and others have been unable to pay divi- 
dends on their shares for years. Value of rail- 
road stocks has dropped tremendously on the 
market and there seems little hope of improve- 
ment for years to come. 

There are some schools of thought which 
believe the nation’s system of rail transporta- 
tion is over-developed and  over-financed. 
Whether or not this is true, it is evident that 
no enterprise can continue to operate indef- 
 fnitely at a loss. This is the condition of the 
railroads today. Yet the railroads must be the 
backbone of the nation’s transportation. All 
other modes of travel are but contributary and 
secondary to the rails. 

The country as a whole should hope that 
the granted increase in freight rates will prove 
at least a partial solution of the problem. For, 
if it is not solved, there is a certain debacle 
ahead, with the prospect of government owner- 
ship as the ultimate outcome. 

The roads should give the higher rates fair 
trial. Then, if they result in smaller revenues, 
by driving away business, it will be only logical 
to try lowering rates, as inducement to shippers 
to again use the roads and thus increase volume 
of business to the point where it is again profit- 
able.

Atlanta has lost one of the greatest con- 
tributors to her growth and progress. The 
death of John W. Grant takes from the city 
a leader who left an indelible mark upon the 
community where he lived and where he cen- 
tered all his interests. 

The son of pioneers, Mr. Grant carried 
through his own life the pioneering spirit. He 
had an unbounded faith in Atlanta and in 
Georgia. His investments in real estate here 
contributed, perhaps more than the city ever 
realized, to Atlanta’s growth into the great city 
of today. 

‘An unobstrusive, quiet type of man, Mr. 
Grant was, in private life, devoted to the arts 


_and to culture generally. He had one of the 


largest private libraries of the city and his con- 


tributions to philanthropic movements were . 


outstanding. 

He was a man who sought no personal pub- 
licity and the record of many of his finest acts 
is today known only to a scant handful, his 
immediate family and a few close friends. 

It was literally true that he was a man 
always easy to approach, His office door was 
open, at all times, to anyone. No man, whether 
he was bank president, industrial magnate or 
the most humble of citizens, ever found any- 
thing but welcome and friendly interest there. 

His character was gentle and understanding. 
Old friends who had been with him through the 
years tell that they never heard him speak un- 
kindly. When others, sometimes, in the heat of 
anger, spoke resentfully of another’s methods or 
character, Mr. Grant invariably interposed, in 
quiet voice, an excuse and a defense of the one 
attacked. 

He lived a full and a successful life. His 
passing marks the end of a career which will 
go down in Atlanta history as.one of the most 
vital factors for the betterment of the city and 
state in which he lived. He leaves, too, the 
memory of a beloved friend in the hearts of 
the thousands who knew him and who were 
proud to claim his friendship. 


WAGES AND REAL INCOME 


Interesting data covering wage differentials 
in textile mills of the north and south are con- 
tained in a study recently issued by the Brook- 
ings Institution, of Washington, D. C., which 
gives authenticity to the stand of southern 
leaders that such differentials as do exist are 
fully warranted by conditions. 

In a majority of occupational groups in the 
textile industry the study reveals a northern 
range of from 35 cents to 50 cents an hour, as 
compared to a southern range of from 30 to 40 
cents.. Of this southern range, the heaviest 
concentration is in the bracket above 35 cents; 
in other words, there is less spread in the wage 
pattern by functions of workers within the mills 
in the south. In each classification of employ- 
ment the difference in hourly pay between 
north and south is approximately 4 cents an 
hour. 

The study is contained in a general survey 
published under the title “Income Structure of 
the United States,” by Maurice Leven, in which 
he presents also an analysis of the reasons, as 
he views them, governing the differential. 

Discussing the low general average of annual 
income in the south, he says this is due in no 
small degree to inclusion of the Appalachian 
farmers, “who by no means live under the order 
of current civilization as characterized by the 
money economy; it is also due to the inclusion 
of the large population of tenant farmers whose 
income is low due to poor utilization of work- 
ing time, deficient resources and lack of proper 
machinery.” | 

He says also that, because of lower wages, 
the cost of services and hence the cost of liv- 
ing in general is likely to be low. Thus, he 
States, is the south geared to a lower monetary 
Scale which tends to understate the real in- 
come of the people. Going further, the author 
Says: “If it were possible to place different 
localities on a common basis of comparison it 
might be found that incomes—particularly rea] 
incomes—are not as dissimilar as they appear; 
unfortunately existing statistics are not avail- 
able for such an analysis.” 


HOW MUCH DOES HE GET? 


There seems little ground for objection to 
the compromise attempted by the house of rep- 
resentatives in the matter of publicizing the 
executive salaries paid by corporations. 

Originally the tax act required the treasury 
to make public the names of all those receiving 
salaries of $15,000 a year or more. Last year the 
house voted out this provision entirely, but re- 
cently President Roosevelt has stated he sees 
no reason for that repeal. 

Now, the house has written into the new tax 
bill a requirement for treasury publication of 
all corporation executives receiving $75,000 a 
year or more. On the face of it this appears 
as a happy compromise. 

Generally speaking the executive receiving 
a $75,000 salary is sufficiently prominent the 
public will already know, with reasonable cer- 
tainty, that he is in that rarified salary bracket. 
Positive publicity can do little harm. 

Most of the objection to the earlier provision 
was that it provided information to those who 
sought to victimize, in one way or another, 
these higher paid groups. Inasmuch as the 
man or woman drawing as much as $75,000 a 
year is already, in all probability, listed as pos- 
sible prey by most of these sharks, further 
reference to the size of their incomes can do 
little harm.

close to Dr. Arthur E. Morgan report that the embattled chairman 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority plans to cling to his uncomfort- 
able post, come hell or high water. Dr. Morgan’s plans are rather 
important, since he is legally entitled to play Casabianca just as 
long as he wants to. 

It’s been whispered somewhat loudly of late that Dr. Morgan’s 
days are numbered; that pretty soon a long arm will extend from 
the White House, snatch Dr. Morgan from his chairmanship, and 
hurl him into outer darkness. In announcing the forthcoming TVA 
White House conference, the President himself stated that he would 
“settle” the whole business. Actually, the President is quite pow- 
erless to enforce his will on Dr. Morgan. 

A recent check of the TVA statute, made at the TVA’s offices, 
revealed three unique provisions in.the law. All were inserted by 
Senator George W. Norris, of Nebraska, with the intention of pre- 
serving TVA’s independence. 

Under the first, a TVA director is required to make an oath of 
loyalty to TVA purposes a part of his oath of office. Under the 
second, a TVA director is removable by the President for requiring 
political credentials from TVA employes. Unluckily for Dr. Mor- 
gan’s enemies, it’s hardly conceivable that the first provision can 
be utilized, or that the President will dare to make a finding that 
Dr. Morgan has listened too often to the suggestions of Jim Farley. 

And the third provision, intended by Senator Norris to guard 
against conservatism in future Presidents, reads quite simply that: 
“Any member of the board may be removed from office at any time 
by a concurrent resolution of the senate and louse of representa- 
tives.” 

No other way is open to get rid of Dr. Morgan. Besides the TVA 
statute, he has the supreme court’s opinion sharply rebuking the 
President for discharging Federal Trade Commissioner William 
Humphries. The Humphries decision, which is said to have an- 
noyed the President more than any other action of the court, se- 
curely protects Dr. Morgan for the duration of his term, which does 
not expire until 1942. He is immune to anything but personal pres- 
sure, to which, of course, he may give in. Heaven knows, there Is 
likely to be enough pressure. : 

CROWN PRINCE POLETTI The fusty old Albany mansion 

of the Governor of New York 
frequently turns out to be the vestibule of the White House. With 
an open field for Democratic candidates in 1940, the squabble over 
the succession to Governor Herbert H. Lehman is, therefore, im- 
mensely important. : 

And it’s new of the first political magnitude that friends of the 
Governor, who have talked with him in the last week, state quite 
flatly that he is determined not to run to succeed himself. He is 
saying that he will not even consider running (which does not pre- 
vent him from changing his mind tomorrow, like other politicians.) 
More significant still, he is putting the word around that Charles 
Poletti, his confidential adviser, is his choice for the next Governor. 

Poletti, now a judge of the New York supreme court, is an ex- 
ceedingly shrewd and likable fellow. Originally from Vermont, he 
is the son of a poor Italian marble worker. He managed to scrabble 
through an education, so brilliantly that he got a job in the big firm 
of Davis, Polk, Wardwell, Gardner & Reed. He did well as one of 
J. P. Morgan’s lawyers, but, bored with the prosperous intricacies 
of corporate practice, he early became a behind-the-scenes man in 
state Democratic politics. 

He has been a trusted friend of a good many political big-wigs 
in New York, and he is widely admired in the state. He has been 
exceedingly careful, not to offend either of the two factions which 
are now pushing State Attorney General John J. Bennett and Solici- 
tor General Robert H. Jackson for the governorship. He is cozily 
close to the leaders of the powerful American labor party. Alto- 
gether, his strategic position is perfect. He is a man to be watched, 
for, while he is a local figure now, he may be an outstanding na- 
tional figure by next fall. 


PINS AND NEEDLES After inviting the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers’ Union to brighten 
up the labor department’s twenty-fifth anniversary celebration with 
a showing of its Broadway success, “Pins and Needles,” Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins had a mild attack of nerves. The hit 
revue of the garment workers is full of topical political skits. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins went through it with a fine-toothed 
comb, censoring out all references to foreign dictators, and even 
vetoing the names of Fuehrer Frank Hague, of Jersey City, and 
J. P. Morgan in the “Doing the Reactionary” number. All lines ob- 
jected to by Secretary Perkins, who argued that controversial mat- 
ter was not allowable in a government-sponsored entertainment, 
were docilely left out by the players. 

The White House was considerably less tremulous than Miss 
Perkins. David Dubinsky, president of the garment workers, led 
his players to the White House for a private performance before the 
labor department party. No cuts were made. The President roared 
with laughter at the skits censored by his secretary of labor, and 
seemed most amused of all by the anti-Fascist satire. 

The visit of the garment workers’ players to the White House 
had a secondary, and perhaps more important, meaning, too. Al- 
though an original CIO man, Mr. Dubinsky has lately half-broken 
with John L. Lewis. He now occupies a middle ground between 
the AFL and CIO. In an interval of the show, he and the President 
had a short but very serious conversation about labor unity, and 
Dubinsky henchmen in the garment workers’ union are boasting 
that the President has asked him to join in a move for peace be- 


tween the warring labor factions.

School Census. 


A state-wide survey of illiter- 
acy will be conducted in Georgia 
in connection with the regular 
school census, Governor Rivers 
said yesterday. 

Date for beginning the census- 
State 
of Education, which is 
scheduled to meet here Monday 
and Tuesday, he said. 

The state is seeking to have 1,500 
teachers provided through WPA. 

Governor Rivers declared the 
census-survey was needed to learn 
names and addresses of illiterate 
persons so that the program of

Provision Not Repealed. 

The Governor expressed an 
opinion that the new education act, 
passed by the regular session of 
the general assembly, did not re- 
peal a provision that county au- 
thorities should make _ regular 
school censuses. 

Some county educational offi- 
clals have sought a decision on 
this feature of the act. Under the 
new law, the state pays a share of 
funds to counties on a teacher al- 
lotment plan. Under the old law. 
counties were paid on a school cen- 
sus basis. Some authorities have 
questioned the practicability of the 
census since it is no longer used as 
a payment basis. 

Can’t Wait for U. S. Census. 

Governor Rivers, pointing out 
that the new act failed to repeal 
that portion, said the school board 
would proceed on the theory that 
the census provision was still in 
effect. 

The Governor pointed out that 
the federal census, due in 1940, 
would not come in time to aid the 
State’s current campaign against 
illiteracy. He declared the state 
intended to reduce Georgia’s il- 
literacy rate from its present 7 
per cent to 1 per cent before the 
federal census was taken.

W. C. Horton, of 1480 Rogers 
avenue, phoned that she had not 
one, but three snake plants, all 
blooming in the same pot. 

The bloom forms on a tall 


spike that grows from the center 
of the plant and consists of a 
series of delicate green petals at 
the base of which grow minute 
seedy balls. And strangest of all 
is the fact that honey drips con- 
stantly from each of the little 
balls.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


REST THE SICK LUNG. 
Pneumothorax or collapse ther- 
apy is now a widely used and in 
suitable cases an efficacious meth- 
od of treatment for tuberculosis of 


the lung. By suitable cases we 
mean chiefly cases of active, open 
tuberculosis in which only one 
lung is involved. 


Pneumothorax means air in the 
thorak, that is, in the chest or 
pleural cavity (not in the lung). 
Normally the thorax or chest or 


air, lined by serous membrane 
called the pleura. Inflammation of 
this lining membrane is pleurisy. 
Normally the pleura contains only 
a few drops of clear serum to keep 
the surfaces smooth and prevent 
friction between lungs and chest 
wall or between different lobes of 
the lungs. The pleura thus consti- 
tutes a hermetically sealed space, 
one wall of which is the lining of 
the chest; the other is the surface 
covering of the lungs. 


Necessarily the pressure within 
the pleural cavity is lower than 
the external air pressure. Hence 
the instant any opening is made 
through the chest wall on the one 
hand, or through the covering of 
the lung from within the air-cells 
in the lung, air rushes into the 
pleural cavity, and the lung re- 
tracts or collapses, if not com- 


; 


pletely, at least until the pressure 
‘of air within the air-cells of the 
lungs equals the pressure within 


_ the pleural cavity. 


| The same retraction or collapse 
'of the lung occurs when a large 
_volume of serum or other fluid ac- 


‘cumulates in the chest as in cer-¢ 


| tain cases of pleurisy with effu- 
| sion, wet pleurisy, as well as cases 
'of simple dropsy from heart, liver 
‘or kidney disease, and sometimes 
‘in cases of empyema (purulent 
pleurisy, abscess in the chest. 
When collapse therapy (pneu- 
mothorax) first became popular it 


was assumed that the patient had 


| to go to a hospital or sanatorium | 


‘in order to get the benefit of such 
| treatment. That was probably due 
ito the fact that physicians in such 
| institutions first employed the 


| method on a large scale. 
| Today any patient 


| anywhere 


may receive pneumonia thorax 
treatment from his private physi- 
cian or from a clinic set up in the 
community. It is quite unnecessary 
to enter a hospital or to remain in 
bed. The patient simply reports to 
the physician at stated intervals 
'for a refill or for observation, and 
| goes about his regular regime, 
|merely being careful to avoid any 
unusual exertion. 

That every community should 
provide a clinic where this treat- 
ment may be had is warranted by 
the public health importance of 
pneumothorax or callapse therapy. 
This treatment converts many 
“open” cases of tuberculosis into 
“closed” cases—that is, it stops the 
giving off of tubercle bacilli, and 
hence stamps out a possible source 
of infection. This effect makes it 
the part of simple economy for the 
community to provide’ suitable 
facilities for collapse therapy.

The Silent Profession. 

At least 90 per cent of the med- 
ical profession claim diet controls 
high blood pressure. I am subject 
to it, and a doctor told me to 
stop eating meat except in small 
quantity and not often. (C. S.) 

Answer—I know of no physician 
of standing who imagines meat is 
a cause of high blood pressure. 

Buttermilk.

Please mention other things good 
for an anemic person. (Mrs. C. M.) 

Answer—I do not recall saying 
so. Buttermilk is wholesome and 
good for any one who likes it. 
Buttermilk has the same nutritive 
or caloric value as skim milk or 
separator milk—just half that of 
fresh sweet milk. Fresh sweet milk 
yields 325 calories in the pint; but- 
termilk or skim milk or separator 
milk yields 160 to 165 in the pint. 

Quaint Diet Fancy. 

For several months I have 
strictly followed a diet prescribed 
by our physician, but can’t see 
that it has helped my acne. (J. S. 
P.) 

Answer — Send _ three-cent- 
stamped envelope bearing your 
address and ask for monograph on 
oily skin, blackheads and pimples 
or acne. Meanwhile, if you ask me, 
I advise you to eat everything you 
like, within reason and at regular 
meals, Quaint notions of old-time 
doctors that young persons with 
acne must avoid sweets, rich pas- 
tries, butter, fats, etc.,. are just 
quaint notions, even though a few 
eminent skin specialists still cher- 
ish them.

Belief in New Housing Program 
_As Aid to Business U pturn Grows 


No Boom Expected, but 90 
Per Cent Loan Plan 
Will Help.

NEW YORK, March 9.—It is 
probably correct to say that busi- 
ness sentiment is more cheerful 
than business statistics seem to 
warrant. This is truer of the rank 


and file than it is of the leaders, 
in last ten days of February to- 


but sometimes the judgment of the 
former is better than that of the 
latter. 


Although they are by no means 
plentiful, defensible reasons for 
hopefulness can be found. Belief 
that the new housing program will 
achieve a measure of success is 
growing. No one expects a boom 
but it is thought that the 90 per 
cent loan plan will help. Some 
read into the rate decision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
a desire to aid construction by the 


fact that the advances on build- 
ing materials were held to a min- 
imum. 


Crumb of Comfort. 

A crumb of comfort is the ini- 
tial success of the campaign to cut 
down the surplus of used motor 
cars. The first reports are that 
sales have been greatly stimulated. 
Co-operation of public officials 
has been obtained on a large scale 
and everything is being done that 
suggests itself to what is probably 
our most aggressive and best- 
managed industry. 

Here too, however, the obsta- 
cle of growing unemployment is 
encountered. The output of new 
cars on a seasonal basis is back to 
the lowest since September, 1935, 
but when the used car jam is 
broken, production will be stepped 
up. In regard to the unemploy- 
ment situation, it is interesting to 
note that the American Federa- 
tion of Labor estimates that the 
percentage of its members with- 
out jobs dropped from 16.2 in 
January to 15.6 in February, while 
a year ago the ratio was rising

A 
breathing spell in reform legisla- 
tion is taken for granted and hope 
grows that uneconomic taxation 
will be modified. Others cling to 
the idea that an inflationary ges- 
ture of one kind or another is im- 
minent,. 

It may be that the new way of 


dealing with gold imports will fill | 


the bill. Some even go so far as 
to predict that reserve require- 
ments will be reduced again, al- 
though how that would be a ben- 
efit is hard to imagine. Along in- 
flation lines, developments are 
more apt to come from abroad. 
The latest French financial crisis 
seems to be the most serious. At 
any rate the franc cannot go on 
declining at the present rate with- 
out grave consequences. Between 
political disturbances and increas- 
ing armament costs, the franc is 
having a hard time.
